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Higher and Higher Shall Thy Bounds Be_ Set 

At the time I'm writing this, the latest issued Boardman number is 1973 
GK. That is, i f my figuring is correct, the 193rd game to begin this year. 
Let's estimate that the average gamefee, including the subscription for the 
length of the game, is $3. . , almost certainly on the low side of reality. 
This means that so far this year, over four thousand dollars has been spent 
for gamefees. 

The estimated total of games starting this year is about 250. This means 
that over five thousand dollars will be spent on gamefees this years. 

This, however, includes only non-variant gamefees. Add in variant fees, 
standby fees, Origins of V:orld War Two fees and subscriptions, and the total 
will probably be in excess of ten thousand dollars. 

It must be remembered that Diplomacy fans take in each other's washing. 
I'm playing in a game in the Pouch ; a member of the Pouch's staff is play- 
ing in Mixumaxu Gazette. The fees that publishers charge are often used to 
pay for their own gamefees. 

Despite this, it's apparent that Dippy fandom has grown from the days 
when John Boardman ran a five-mar. game because he couldn't grt seven. This 
year John announced three games for a 10 a position, and filled four. 

Yet in these large amounts there Is a danger., Stephen Bell collected 
almost $300 in gamefees... then folded. John Boardman has over $350 tied up 
in Graustark; Conrad von Metzke has the same in his 'sines. I'm a new pub- 
lisher, yet over $140 has been entrusted in my hands. Other publishers have 
similar sums. 

If anyone should stop. 

There are sound financial reasons why fees are so high; even at these 
prices, costs outrun income. But even with this factor in mind,, when a 
publisher folds, a lot of people get hurt. 

Yet the publishers have a hard time slowing down the growth. Greg Ward- 
en, publisher of En Passant didn't want a large-circulation 'zine. He raised 
subscription rates to 5/$"l yet his circulation is 72 and still climbing. I 
had originally wanted the circulation of Mixumaxu Gazette to be about 50. 
It now appears that my figures won't level off until 60-65. If it goes much 
higher, I may not be able to meet the demand on nay time. 

Meanwhile, more and more people join Diplomacy fandom, shelling out 
more and more money, piling more a.nd more straws on the camel's back.

I want to take a few lines to clear up something that's been bothering 
me. People use different contraction for the same word. 

Now, according to the rulebook, the first three letters of each space is 
used for the contraction, with a few exceptions ; since the Tyrhennian Sea and 
Tyrol ia , although they have the same first three letters, cannot be confused, 
they use the first three. The same applies to Liverpool and Livonia; the con- 
text makes it clear, as the only units that can travel to both are in St. P, Nor- 
way and Sweden, and since these units must be convoyed, it becomes clear which 
provinces are intended. 

Both the Gulf of Bothnia and the Gulf of Lyon start out the same. I simply 
use the first three letters of the second word and these becomes Bot and Lyo . 

The problem arises with provinces beginning with "Nor- 1 ' these are Norway, 
the Norwegian Sea, the North Sea, the North Atlantic and North Africa. The ac- 
cepted nomenclature will be:

For the past half-dozen years, Phillip Jose farmer, one of the most bril- 
liant writers of sf has been suffering from what can only be described as 
"literary schizophrenia."

Recently, farmer has gone completely (and profitably) wild. He wrote the 
true biography of Tarzan, and published it with a i ami 1 y tree that made it 
apparent that the ape-man was related to every single pulp hero whose ex- 
ploits have been"! ictionalized. " The book was a tour de force, and a success- 
ful one. 

. farmer has tried it again. This time the subject is Doc Savage. (if you 
don't know what I'm talking about, check any large bookstore that stocks 
fiction.) However, Farmer has worn out the central joke in these fake biograp- 
hies. Doc S avage : His Apocalyptic Life lacks the essential gusto of the 
book on Tarzan. 

The first thing is the endpapers. Here is an extension of the family 
tree found in Tarzan Alive . Doc Savage is related to Manuel of Poictesme, 
Solomon Kane, .Natty Bumppo , The Scarlet Pimpernel, Sherlock Holmes, James 
Bond, and a host of others( but then, so am I. The relationship is simply 
not charted . ) 

Inside, Farmer draws some very interesting paralels between Doc Savage, 
the Skylark series, and the writings of William Burroughs. Farmer is an ex- 
cellent literary critic. He understands that badly-written stories can be 
greater art than the most exquisite works acclaimed. Everyone knows Aesop's 
fa tiles , and a few of the 1001 stories that Shebereza.de told the Sultan. Yet 
these books were despised by the literati. Who, except for people who seek 
to"improve"t]iemselves read the classics of these ages? 

As for the book itself..,, it's interesting if you're a Doc Savage fan 
(God knows there are plenty of those) or a Phillip Jose Farmer fan (which is 
a pleasure, though he seems intent on making it not so.). Many of the details 
of the book will make sense only if you have a fairly good knowledge of the 
stories it covers. For most people, the hardcover will not be a worthwhile 
investment. Wait until the paperback comes out, or con your library into 
buying a copy (be careful though; some libraries refused to buy Tarzan Alive 
because they were not sure how to classify it.).
